Clean, fair elections are a funda­ 
mental of a republican form of gov­ 
ernment. 
A violation of the election

angerous than highway robbery.

udermines public confidence in our 
overnment. and opens the door to all 
kinds of fraud. 
It makes our most 
vital 
institutions 
purchasable, 
and 
honeycombs our public services with 
graft and inefficiency. 
Wherefore public sentiment should 
demand the most rigid suppression of 
every form of election 
fraud. 
Viola 
tions of the laws relating to campaign 
contributions should be energetically 
prosecuted.
